LINCOLN, Nebraska, Aug. 11 — 
California riders dominated the 
first National TT ever to be held 
at Lincoln in an event that saw 
| the west coast riders win every- 
thingfrom fast time honors to fast 
heat honors before running away 
in both the Expert National final 


| and the Amateur feature. 


Gene ‘‘Tiger’’ Romero won his first 
National race and Skip Van Leeuwen lost 
his first National TT of the year. Ro- 
mero, the third-year Expert who missed 
most of last season, held off repeated 
late lap bids by Dusty Coppage to grab 
top National honors for the first time. 
All were on Triumphs. 


Romero’s First National Win 


It was one of the closest National fin- 
ishes this year with Dusty less than two 
bike lengths back at the finish of the 25- 
lap race on the short, bumpy course that 
was built in andarounda third-mile oval. 

Var‘ Leeuwen took top time trial hon- 
ors but finished fourth in the heat race 
and had to work his way to the final via 

| the semi where he ran second behind 
Gary Nixon. The semi was an all Na- 
tional Numbered lineup, save for Ron 
Hoppe from Washington state. 

Jimmy Odom, who has been plagued 
with mechanical troubles all season, got 
going long enough to win his heat with 
the fastest eight laps of the day, topping 
heat win times tuřned in by Dick Mann 
and Chuck Palmgren. 

Odom again ran into his usual luck in 
the final. He ran a close third the early 
laps but then the engine soured and Jim- 
my made two pit stops before the race 
was concluded,

Was the tragic death of Bill Carter in 
Rialto an isolated incident? Was the 
neckbreaker which took his life the only 
one of its kind around? Does the fact that 
a similar accident occurred on private 
property in nearby Colton a year ago 
make San Bernardino county a special 
hazard to motorcyclists? 

No, on every count. We looked around 
a little and found that neckbreakers are 
as common as trails to put themacross, 
Most people think of a neckbreaker as 
being about neck high. The one that 
killed Bill Carter was about that height 
and there is no doubt that this particular 
height is the greatest possible hazard, 
But we feel that any nearly invisible wire 
or cable stretched across any area which 
appears otherwise accessible is a neck- 
breaker and a potential, needless hazard, 

When an area is to be separated from 
another area the cheapest, simplest 
means is a wire or cable, chain or mesh 
strung between two posts, Usually a steel 
cable is used,

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We found them closing ‘‘dead-end’’ 
alley ways, surrounding parks, separ- 
ating parking areas, closing roads, paths 
and fencing private property, We found 
them strung by city and county agencies 
and by private citizens, We found them 
well marked, barely marked and not 
marked at all, 

Some are low, some are high. Some 
are taut, some are slack, We have no 
way of knowing how many accidents they 
have caused, (The one in Rialto had 
caused a severe but non-fatal accident 
only one week earlier and had not been 
removed.) To ride a motorcycle or a 
horse or to run or walk into one is to 
have some sort of an accident, Fatal 
accidents seem to occur only rarely 
probably because the motorcyclist is 
used to making the best of an inhospit- 
able environment and is normally alert 
for hazards, 

But, ONE DEATH IS TOO MANY, It is 
even more tragic because it isneedless, 
The hazards of traffic and the dangers 
of motorcycle riding on the public streets 
and highways have been screamed about 
from Washington D,C, to Honolulu, How 
concerned state legislatures and private 
safety agencies have been about the 
motorcyclist on the road! 

How concerned have they been about 
the unnecessary hazard of a wire across 
the path??? The traffic hazard is diffi- 
cult to predict and more difficult to 
eliminate, The clear and present danger 
of a wire between two poles is its own 
mute testimony, 

Areas must often be separated, roads 
and paths must be closed, But they may 
ALWAYS be closed to something clearly 
and permanently VISIBLE, Clearly and 
permanently visible, even obvious at a 
glance, Is this too much to ask?

Closest contender was the Miller and

PIONEER TOWN, Cal. Aug. 18 — The 
Coachella Valley M.C. showedrealclass 
in staging their European Scrambles on 
the main street of this small desert 
pioneer town; it was a perfect setting of 
old-fashioned frame buildings on a main 
dirt street.

Roberts, #2 on a 360 Husky, was only 
five seconds behind in third and really 
making up time. 

It was anyone's race with these three 
top riders doing what they do best, In a 
spectacular show of fast riding, Roberts 
took the lead on lap four and went on to 
take the win, Bergquist got the second 
Spot, and Patrick was third. Jim Martino, 
#5 on a Husky, moved up through the mob 
to take fourth, and young Al Baker, #13 
on a Triumph, was fifth.

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AUSTIN AQUA FESTIVAL ROAD RACES: 


BARTON SPRINGS ROAD

AUSTIN, Tex., Aug. 4 — The dearth of 
motorcycle races in Austin was certainly 
ended this year with the staging of two 
events at Austin Raceway Park north of 
town, but the climax came with the first 
running of the Austin Aqua Festival 
Motorcycle RoadRaces in the city streets 
of the State Capitol. 

The meet was held in conjunction with 
what is probably one of the most unique 
Sports car races in this country, the 
Aqua Festival Sports Car Races, which 
were run for their first three years on 
Streets adjacent to the Austin municipal 
centers and were returned to the course 
this year after two years of poor show- 
ings at Austin Raceway Park. 

The Kapitol Katz M.C. of Austin, the 
local AMA-affiliate, had been invited 
in the past to participate, but racing 
enthusiasm did not reach a successful 
peak until this season, As it was, the fine 
offer made to the club was an organizer’s 
dream: No expenses for the club — all 
expenses were absorbed by the Austin 
Chamber of Commerce through the Aqua 
Festival Committee. Scoring and track 
marshalling were handled by the sports 
car club, No.admission charge to riders 
and mechanics, and no entry fee! 

Even so, there was some rough going 
to be had before the races could be held. 
At first the AMA declined to issue a 
sanction for the event, because the 
Texas Travelers M.C. of San Antonio 
held a sanction for a scrambles race on 
that day, but in a fine display of sports- 
manship andaccommodation long associ- 
ated with clubs in this region the Texas 
Travelers released the date on behalf of 
the Austin riders, 


Hairy Ride For Black 


The local Yamaha dealership had re- 
cently acquired a secondhand TD10B, and 
owner Jack O’Leary invited his old 
friend Byron Black, now residing in 
Fresno, Calif. and racing the Western 
circuits, to come back to Austin to ride 
it. Byron had not raced on Austin streets 
since 1966 when he owned an S-90 Honda

and hot-rodded it about, dropping it in 
numerous oil spots and occasionally ex- 
tricating it from beneath a parked ve- 
hicle. Apparently he had yet another les- 
son to learn, for during practice, after 
posting the third fastest lap of the day, 
he unloaded heavily when he applied the 
brakes too hard at the Riverside Drive 
hairpin. He went down at well over 100 
mph just before the 500-foot marker, and 
the bike slid past the hairpin and into 
the sand wedge used to keep run-away 
sports cars from mixing with the Sunday 
traffic on Lamar Blvd. beyond, Byron, 
himself, rolled to a stop just short of the 
100-foot point and rode the Yamaha back 
to the pits, both of them little the worse 
for wear. 

In the first race, for motorcycles not 
exceeding 250cc, Mike Cone (250 Yama- 
ha) came around first, followed by Joe 
Wilson (250 Kawasaki) Lloyd Redman 
(250 Kawasaki), Byron Black and Johnny 
Bryant (175 Honda). The O'Leary Yamaha 
crew was still experimenting with the 
“B”, and a last-minute carburetor ad- 
justment had left the Black mounta trifle 
rich, and as a consequence Byron spent 
most of the race dicing with little Johnny 
Bryants Honda, but on the 14th lap he 
managed to wedge himself between Red- 
man and Wilson, who at the time were in 
second and third places, respectively, 
behind Mike Cone,

The power comes on quicker and every- 
thing happens a lot faster, and on the 
starting line if you miss a shift...forget 
it, because fifteen riders have justpassed 
you where if you were on the little rig 
you could pull off a few such ‘‘dummies’’ 
and get away with it, 

It's a big jump to the bigger scooter 
and it takes a lot more concentration, 
you'll also learn a lot quicker with the 
Speeds that you're moving. Sure it's a 
big step but all it takes is riding con- 
Stantly, going faster all the time, trying 
to pick up seconds here and there and 
still going faster and finding ways to 
save time...in other words it takes one 
hell of a lot of guts, skill, concentration 
and a great amount of tricks to becomea 
top-notch rider in your particular bag of 
riding whether it be TT, Moto-Cross, or 
Road Racing.

This event got off to a crashing 
start as two riders went down rather 
painfully, while attempting to take off the 
line, Fortunately, both wereabletomake 
the restart that quickly followed. This 
time it was Dave Bestoni (Suzuki) who 
grabbed the lead from closely-following 
Jay Boyd, and Dave's brother, Steve, 
Dave held his first place to the checker, 
making it an easy-looking win, 

Action in the 250 Amateur Main moved 
at a fast and furious tempo. The Main 
Event was a more closely-contested bat- 
tle between the first three riders - Bud 
Gibson, Jim Rice, and a newly trans- 
ferred Amateur, Don Ivan, Gibson 
emerged from turn one in first with heat 
race winner Ivan in second and Rice in 
third. On lap three, Rice managed to get 
around Ivan, as he missed a gear, Rice 
then quickly pulled up on the leader, 
Gibson, and tried several times to pass. 
On the next to last lap, Rice attempted 
to pass Bud on the outside, but was forced 
wide when the leader tactfully (?) switch- 
ed grooves, Their going wide gave Ivan 
a chance to slip under the two front run- 
ners by taking this inside groove, The 
outcome of the race was decided when 
Gibson came bombing down from the 
outside and sliced Ivan off, forcing him 
into the bank, It was Gibson, Rice and 
Bob Masters, in that order, who took 
home the brass, 

The 250 Expert race was a no-contest 
match as Paul Johnson had shown up to 
ride. Paul, currently leading the district 
in points, tooled his Suzuki to another 
easy win, ahead of John Silva and Dave 
Bellina, 


Dillard Does Didoes 


The 350 Novice event was the scene of 
a spectacular crash, as heat winner Gary 
Dillard drove his Honda off the edge of 
the track to avoid running over a fallen 
rider. Dillard shot out into space, doing 
four hairy-looking endos before finally 
coming to a halt, Gary, who had been in 
Second place before his crash, demon- 
strated a true sense of sportsman racing. 
He was not injured.

Miracle 
Man Miller

Have you ever seen a miracle? Ali you 
cycle buffs will have a chance to witness 
a sort of motorcycle miracle in the form 
of Sammy Miller when he comes to 
Southern California on August 25 to ride 
in the English Trials sponsored by the 
Southern Calif. Trials Assn, at Saddle- 
back Park, 

Sammy Miller is a miracle because of 
his fantastic record of Trials successes, 
No man in motorcycle history can match 
his record, and whoever might be the 
claimor for second place is so far behind 
he would have to live two life-times to 
catch Miller; even if Sam quit riding 
tomorrow! A list of Sam's wins would fill 
an entire page of this noble journal. 
Some of his most notable wins are events 
held in places with story book names 
such as the Scottish Six Day Trials (5 
firsts); First-ever Official European 
Trials Champion awarded this year and 
contested in Switzerland, West Germany, 
Belgium, France, and Great Britain; 
several gold medals from the Interna- 
tional Six Day Trials (in 1967 he was 
high point man for the British Team); 
and for 9 successive years Sam has been 
the British Trials Champion, 

Fierce concentration and flawless bal- 
ance have certainly been key factors in 
Sam's success. But, Sam has lots of 
savvy too, He is famous for his long dab. 
Dab in Trials lingo means the use of one 
foot to momentarily steady the bile, 
Riding a section using only one dab gives 
the rider a score of one, while using two 
dabs or more is scored as three. Sam’s 
technique is to walk through a section 
and plan a good place to make that pre- 
cautionary dab, You might say this is a 
calculated loss, but one which pays divi- 
dends, 

In the Trials circle we don’t have 
names as well known as Mulder, Scott, 
Petty, Ekins, etc., but, we do have men 
who are equally well skilled at the craft 
of Trials as Mulder, etc. all are at the 
craft of scrambles, The names to watch 
carrying the American banner are: Bob 
Grove, president of the S.C.T.A., a bal- 
ance and turn master par excellent; Bob 
Nickelsen, challenger for the Wheelie 
King title and winner of the last local 
trials; Dave Evans, wheelie fan and all 


HELMET SAFETY 
STANDARD UPHELD 


Attorney General Thomas C, Lynch 
has sued a Beverly Hills manufacturer 
of motorcycle helmets for falsely claim- 
ing that its helmets meet high safety 
standards, 

In a suit filed in Los Angeles Superior 
Court, Lynch charged Grant Fiberglass, 
Inc. (Ed. note: Not to be confused with 
Grant Industries of Los Angeles) with 
violating the California law againstfalse 
and misleading advertising. 

Also named in the suit were Herbert 
W. Speck and John A, Hines, officers of 
the firm, 

The suit asks for an injunctionagainst 
the false claims in Grantadvertising and 
$25,000 in civil penalties. 

Lynch's suit alleges that Grant Fiber- 
glass falsely claimed in its advertising 
that its helmets meet or exceed the 
**Z90" safety standard set by the United 
States of America Standards Institute, 
This Institute has established a ‘‘Z90’’ 
standard for protective helmets offering 
maximum protection against head injury. 

The Grant company advertised that the 
Snell Memorial Foundation, which pro- 
motes vehicle safety, tested the Grant 
Helmet and found that it met the USASI 
*Z90" standard. 

According to Lynch's complaint, the 
helmet which the Grant company sub- 
mitted to Snell for testing is different 
than the helmet that it is selling as an 
“approved? model. Lynch claims that 
the helmet being sold by Grant does not 
meet the ‘‘Z90” safety standards, 

The *«Z90"' standard requires that the 
outer shell of the helmet will resist 
specific penetration forces; thatthe shell 
and the liner have certain impact- 
absorbing qualities; and that the chin 
strap will sustain a three-hundred pound 
weight, 

The Attorney General presented the 
court with ads for the Grant helmets 
which appeared ina motorcycle mag- 
azine. j 

“We consider false advertising in an 
area which can literally involve life and 
death to be a most serious matter,’’ 
Lynch stated, ‘‘We shall continue to 
carefully scrutinize this problem,’ 

The suit was prepared by Deputy 
Attorney General Herbert Davis.

The strongest hope for U.S, victory 
lies with the amazing 17-year-old Jim 
Wilson. He is a formidable trialsman 
who has won practically every trials he 
has entered in the past two years, Jim 
has become a legend in his own time by 
trouncing the best of California's trials 
riders and by his polished wheelie dem- 
onstrations. One day he wheelied conse- 
cutive figure eights over ground that 
would make a lot of scramblers squeeze 
their bars. 

At any rate the strategy smolders on, 
in shops where the riders are preparing 
their machines and in the darkened rooms 
where trials buffs gather to tell each 
other lies of their exploits and name the 
odds they're giving on Miller or Wilson. 
Whether the Americans can beat Sam or 
not is a question that will be answered 
at the Saddleback Trials, Aug. 25. One 
thing you can be sure of; all eyes will 
be on that.miracle man Miller,

the power to get around him and had to 
settle for a second place finish, Trophy- 
ing for third and fourth in the Junior 
class were Mark Blackwell (Hodaka) and 
E.C., Birt (Hodaka), 


Bailey Blasts ‘Em 

In the 100cc Senior TT, Gary Bailey 
(Van Tech Hodaka) again copped the 
Trophy Dash which makes him just about 
unbeatable in the TD’s, but in the Main 
Event there was a lot of “‘bash mit der 
elbows’’ in the first corner and although 
no one went down, Gary was crowded off 
the track and had to go around the jump, 
and by the time hegot back onto the track 
he was in sixth place and Dale Hopkins 
had built up a large lead on his Suzuki, 
Gary quickly moved up to second place 
position, but from there he couldn't seem 
to gain on Hopkins who was out in front 


all by himself and riding superbly when 
suddenly, as Dale came over the jump, 
he missed a gear going into the right- 
hander and went off the course. As he 
attempted to re-enter the track, he lost 


traction on the front wheel and laid it 
down, and by the time he got underway 
again, he had to settle for a ninth place 
position. This left the way open for an 
easy win in the 100cc Senior TT for 
Bailey with Bryan Spinks (Yamaha) tak- 
ing second. 

In the 250cc Junior TT, Irwin Moon 
(Bultaco), the man who won the class the 
previous week, came back to show the 
troops that it wasn't just luck as hefirst 
battled it out with Dick Weinbrandt(Bul-

taco) and then pulled away for the win, 
leaving Dick in second with newcomer 
George Spearing (Allstate) taking home 
third place brass.

Gary Bailey (Greeves) again showed the 
Senior 250cc riders that he is the man to 
beat as he made a clean sweep of the 
night by taking the TD and then coming 
back to take the Senior 250cc, but the 
Senior Main was madea little complicat- 
ed by Jerry Formby (Yamaha) who 
dogged his rear wheel all the way, but 
was not able to get around him.

Short Track Sizzlers 


Now that short track is being run on 
the same night as the TT, it seems to be 
picking up in popularity among the Junior 
riders as a rider may be a Senior TT 
rider, but not necessarily a Senior in the 
Short Track. If he starts out as a Junior 
and goes well, though, he only needs 24 
points and he is automatically moved into 
the Senior division; this gives the true 
Junior rider a chance to bring home 
Some gold, 

In the 100cc Short Track, it was Bryan 
Spinks who moved up through the pack on 
his Yamaha for the win with Lloyd Quin- 
tard (Yamaha) in second and Mark Black- 
well (Hodaka) in third, As the short track 
riders are running on the same track 
that is used for the 500cc Class A 
speedway machines which run every 
Sunday night, the 250cc action was spiced 
with a lot of sliding and Eric Olesen 
(Bultaco), who came across the line the 
winner after a beautiful display of riding, 
looked like maybe somebody better snap 
him up and stick him on a JAP for Sun- 
day nights. Second place was Jerry 
Formby (Yamaha) while third and fourth 
went to Irwin Moon (Bultaco) and Eddie 
Walker (Triumph), 

The short track is bringing out alotof 
riders who want to runtheir machines on 
a cushion track and pretend like they are 
riding a JAP or an Eso and this is good, 
because it is these riders who will be 
our speedway stars of tomorrow.

And from the start of the first heat 
race, won by Chuck Jones on a JAP ina 
very fast 59:01, it was obvious that we 
were in for another exciting night of 
racing. The “new” Keith Kruser was a 
strong finishing second in this event, and 
about a half a wheel length behind Keith 
came another rider who would have to 
have some strong consideration for the 
coming Mains — Sonny Nutter. So, be- 
tween Keith and Sonny, I'm certain that 
there was enough heat generated to let 
Jones know that he had been to theraces 
once again! 

Then, out came the current point lead- 
er, Jack O’Brien, and he was faced with 
the monumental chore of trying to take 
the measure of none other than the slidin’, 
snortin’ crowd pleaser: Jimmy Nichol- 
Son...And don't forget another real hot- 
dog in that heat: DeWayne Keeter! So, 
what happened in this heat? Well, you 
might say that Jack lucked-out (if you've

Hateley Hauls 


Getting to the third race of the evening, 
we saw the holder of the one-lap track 
record (14.03) John Hateley, as he led 
Mike Bast, Chuck Berry and AMA Nation- 
al Number 15, Ralph White to the check- 
ered flag. And this was a race well 
worthy of a little further conversation 
because here were three vastly improved 
riders facing the ominous threat of trying 
to finish in front of a National Number, 
But the final thought on this event would 
have to go to Ralph White, as he was tak- 
ing his first ride on this kind of machin- 
ery, and his first ride at this track — 
without benefit of any practice — and the 
time, a very credible 59:36, left the dis- 
tinct impression that Ralph is going to 
be doing a lot of plug-pulling here at 
Whiteman in the weeks to come, 

Arriving at the fourth heat, again we 
were faced with much the same circum- 
stance as prevailed in the preceding 
race, Big Bob Bailey, AMA National 
Number 33, was pitched against two 
riders who were very high inthe current 
point standings; Bruce Haserot and Paul 
Conserriere, So, what happened? Well, 
Bailey — who was enjoying his first full 
night of racing here at Whiteman — did a 
hell of a job as he ran a good third, be- 
hind Haserot and Conserriere. 

The fifth heat brought to the starting 
line: Elliott Schultz, Tim Bamford, Jon 
Thomas, Steve **The Bean Bandit'' Scott, 
Tim Harris and Donovan Dorsey, What 
a roar this race created, as Schultz got 
the jump off the starting line to lead 
Scott and Thomas to the final flag. But, 
this was only after lots of back and forth 
action for the whole four laps between 
Steve and Jon, 

In the sixth heat, ‘‘Mr. Motorcycle’’ 
Don Hawley, took a night off from his 
sprint car racing to turn back Johnny 
‘*Wheelie’’ Carter, Stu Morley, popular 
Harlan Bast and Robbie Wells, 

Then came the semis which would 
transfer three riders only to the main

events. So, the first three to get trans- 
ferred, were DeWayne Keeter, Johnny 
Carter and Chuck Berry. 

But when we got to the second semi of 
the night... the rockets sailed into the 
still air! Formed at the starting grid, 
were Keith Kruser, Jim Nicholson, Steve 
Scott, Bob Bailey, Ralph White and Steve 
Bast (and you might consider this a Main 
Event — in any book,) First into the turn 
was Steve Bast, Scott to the outside of 
him, Bailey on the inside of Scott, and on 
the FAR outside(peg-scraping the crash- 
wall) was Jimmy Nicholson, And appar- 
ently at this exact point, Nicholson got 
real serious about the whole thing; be- 
cause, winding the stick out of the wick, 
Jimmy orbited down the back chute like 
a sidewinder barrage, I mean, literally, 
Nicholson was sidewinding in a lock to 
lock slide down that back straight! 


Fastest Semi to Nicholson 


And when the riders came pouring into 
that third turn, Bast and Scott and White 
were again trying to stick their front 
wheels under the high flying Nicholson, 
But Jimmy wasn’t a buyer, and again he 
spit sand at the other riders all the way 
to the final flag in what was to hold up as 
the best Semi time of the evening: 59:18! 

The third Semi saw Paul Conserriere 
and Jack O'Brien going into the first 
turn, side by side. But, as they left that 
turn, Paul got a lead which he heldto the 
finish, And then, to add insult to injury, 
O'Brien got edged out of a second place 
finish right at the wire by the strong 
finish of a former Pacific Coast dirt 
track champion, Stu Morley. 

In the fourth Semi, it was Bruce Has- 
erot, all the way,over John Hateley and 
Don Hawley. 

Going next to the Trophy Dash, the 
four fast times of the night came rolling 
out to the starting line; Hawley, Hateley, 
O’Brien and Jones, The flag sailed 
through the air, and O’Brien sailed into 
the lead at the first turn, But Jones and 
Hawley had an unfortunate unloading, and 
the race was declared a re-start, Again, 
O’Brien was first into the turn, But 
moving into strong contention were Haw- 
ley and Jones, After completing the first 
turn of the course, Jack was being push- . 
ed so hard that he promptly broke the 
one-lap record the next time around, 
O'Brien's time, an astounding 13.09 for 
one lap! And who got to the finish first?? 
Well, after a lap like that, if youguessed 
Jack O'Brien, you were right, Grabbing 
a strong second was young John Hateley. 
Third went to Chuck Jones, The final 
time? Almost track record again: 58:37. 

The ‘‘C’? Main Event then went to Jack 
O'Brien in 1:00.05. In for second and 
third were Steve Scott and Don Hawley, 

In the ‘‘B’’ Main — and it goes to show 
you what a real rider this ladis develop- 
ing into — John Hateley took the measure 
of the veterans; Stu Morley and Johnny 
Carter (Carter finishing second). In for 
the fourth was Steve Bast, 


Conserriere Wins Heartbreaker 


And here, we got to the real heart- 
breaker of the night... the “A” Main 
Event, For it was in this event that Jim- 
my Nicholson led three other racers for 
a full three and a quarter laps, But, at 
the end of that time, Jim’s bike started 
to misfire, Going into the east turn on 
the final lap, Nicholson might as well 
have gotten off the machine and walked 
all the way to the finish, because he was 
barely crawling, But, in spite ofa seized 
engine, Jim managed to finish second 
behind Paul Conserriere, in the time of 
59:05, Imagine what the time would have 
been, had Nicholson maintained his lead 
to the finish! Third was DeWayne Keeter 
with a very good ride, and in fourth, was 
Bruce Haserot, Wooowee! 

After the final race, our lovely Trophy 
Girl, Rose Wood, hosted quite a few of 
the riders and their guests at Snoopy’s 
Opera House in North Hollywood where 
a good time was had by all, Also, it was 
decided to initiate team racing at White- 
man next week, So, we'll look forward to 
having ‘‘you all’’ out there!
